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SUMMARY 


Lubny  Army  Barracks  Sula  River  is  located 
on  the  northeast  edge  of  Lubny,  which  is  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  Sula  River  (Figure  1).  Approx- 
imately 6 kilometers  (km)  north  of  the  installa- 
tion is  a military  training  area  (TA-1)  probably 
used  by  troops  housed  in  the  barracks  area. 

The  installation  covers  approximately  315 
acres  and  contains  3 administration  buildings, 


14  barracks,  7 quarters,  41  storage  buildings, 
3 probable  ammunition  storage  buildings,  one 
vehicle  shed,  one  vehicle  maintenance  building, 
and  20  support  buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  was  covered  by  5 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  June  1961  and  June  1964.  Analysis 
reveals  continued  usage  during  this  period.  No 
significant  changes  in  facilities  were  observed. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  installation  is  located  2.8  km  from  the 
Lubny  railroad  yards. 

Road  Service 

All-weather  secondary  roads . provide  ac- 
cess to  Lubny. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  3 administration  buildings, 
14  barracks,  7 quarters,  and  16  support  build- 
ings. Track  activity  indicates  moderate  usage  of 
these  buildings. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  31  storage  and  3 support 
buildings. 

Area  E2  contains  3 storage  buildings. 

Area  E3  contains  7 storage  buildings. 

Track  activity  indicates  moderate  usage  of 
all  these  areas . 


Ammunition  Storage  Areas 

Area  FI  contains  2 unrevetted  probable  am- 
munition storage  buildings. 

Area  F2  contains  l revetted  probable  ammu- 
nition storage  building. 

Track  activity  indicates  moderate  usage  of 
Area  FI  and  very  light  usage  of  Area  F2. 

POL  Storage  Areas 

A rail-served,  secured  POL  storage  area 
containing  12  large  semiburied  tanks  and  3 small 
vertical  tanks  is  located  4.5  km  to  the  west,  on 
the  northwest  edge  of  Lubny. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  one  200-  by  40- foot  vehicle 
shed,  one  130-  by  50-foot  vehicle  maintenance 
building,  and  a support  building.  Track  activity 
indicates  light  usage  of  this  area. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  athletic  field.  Track  activity 
indicates  it  is  in  use. 
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
